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INDIA AWAITS A PLAN 


The situation in India appears to be ap­ 


proaching another critical period. 
The 


second Indian round table conference m 


London broke down, without completing 
the new constitution it was drafting, lar­ 
gely because the Hindu and Moslem mem­ 
bers were unable to agree upon provisions 
for the protection of religious minorities. 
Three committees then were sent to India 
to fill in the gaps left in the constitution, 
and one of these, under Lord Lothian, was 
charged with the task of recommendinir a 
settlement of the Hindu-Moslem dispute. 
The Lothian committee has completed its 
investigation, and its report, upon which 
so much 
depends, 
is 
expected in due 
coil rse. 


The importance of this particular report 
has been enormously enhanced by recent 
events, the Kansas Chty Star comments. 
Follow ing the failure of me second round 
table conference last fall, the congress 
party, headed by Mahatm a Gandhi, re­ 
sumed its civil 
disobedience 
campaign 
against British authority in India. 
I'he 
British government promptly resorted to 
emergency regulations to preserve order, 
and arrested (Landhi and many of his as­ 
sociates. 
Furtherm ore, it announced, in 
effect, that since the Hindus and iMoslems 
obviously were unable to work out an 
agreement for the prote^ion of minori­ 
ties, it would have to assume the respon­ 
sibility of devising such a plan. 
The core of the problem is the system 
of representation to be adopted for elect­ 
ing members of the provincial and fed­ 
eral legislatures. 
Each group fears tyran­ 
ny wherever it is in the minority. X'atural- 
ly the recommendations of the Lothian 
committee may be expected 
to 
carry 
great weight with the British government 
in making its decision. 
A t present India 
is virtually under m artial law. 
How long 
that condition can be continued is un­ 
certain, but a proposal that would appeal 
to both Hindus and Moslems in connec­ 
tion with the franchise provisions of the 
new constitution would greatly ease the 
situation. 
On the other hand, a plan very 
unsatisfactory to either side might be dis­ 
astrous.

HOW me the man who does not 
once in a while like to sit down 
to a real old-fashioned stew, 
with plenty of meat, onions and 
other vegetables, with soipe perfect 
dumplings 
sitting 
on 
topi 
The 
reason that dumplings have tended 
to go out of fashion is th^t so few 
women know properly how to cook 
them. 


Despite Its homely, plain exterior, 
a dumpling Is really the most sensi­ 
tive of edibles. A good dumpling 
should be light, fluffy, delicate and 
piping hot. It should be mlx-ed just 
at the last minute, when the stew 
Is all ready to serve. It should be 
put together oh! 
so lightly and 
quickly and must be cooked with a 
lid on the kettle. The lid must be 
kept on contlnously. No peeking! 
After it Is cooked, the dumpling is 
as temperamental as an opera star 
about being kept waiting. It wants 
to be eaten Immediately— or you 
won’t want to eat it at all. 


The simplest "way to make a plain 
boiled dumpling Is to take one and 
a half cups of self-rising flour (that 
saves the bother of measuring bak­ 
ing powder and sifting It with the 
flour), half a cup of m ilk and one 
egg well-beaten. Sift the flour once 
before measuring. Stir in the m ilk 
and mix to a smooth batter. Add 
the baaun egg and at once drop by 


the teaspoonful into the boiling 
stew. 
Cook for 12 to 15 minutes 
without removing the lid. The liquid 
must keep boiling but not at a gal­ 
lop. Serve at once. 
For a quick, wholesome dessert, 
dumplings may have sugar added 
and be cooked In a quart of boiling 
fruit juice from canned fimlt. B y 
using self-rising flour, these can be 
made ready for cooking in only five 
minutes. 


Still another type of dumpling 
is the baked variety. For instance, 
a meat dumpling Is a substantial 
dinner dish and an economical one. 
too, because It uses up cold meat 
and potatoes.

To make the pastry, cut the short­ 
ening Into the flour and add enough 
cold milk to make a dough. R oll 
very thin. Cut out around a saucer. 
Place a small amount of the above 
filling, mixed well together, on one 
half of a circle of pastry. Fold over 
and pinch the edges together. Bake 
In a moderately hot oven (400“F ). 
When half done, brush the top with 
milk or beaten egg. Serve piping 
hot with brown sauce.
